In the mountain regions it is snow- 


ing this evening:, at those points where 
it is not raining heavily. Sonora coun- 
ty has had a, soaker today, the total 
precipitation measuring an inch. Sim- 
ilar conditions are reported from other 
mining sections which have not re- 
ceived sufficient rain Cor placer min- 
ing operations. 


From most of the interior counties 


advices received are of a most encour- 
aging tenor. The present rain has cOi 
nt a critical period for the ensuring of 
a large grain yield, but grain, except 
in a few count!PS. \\-as not beyond hope 
of salvation, and special encourage 
mer.t is being derived tonight from the 
indications that the downpour may con- 
tinue for twenty-four hours longer. Poi 
thp most part the fruit sections were 
not in dire need of rain, but the soak- 
jng is everywhere welcome, and 
•where more than in San Luis Obisp\> 
county, where the downpour will do 
more than anything: L'lse to restore the 
confidence both of bankers and of their 
customers. 


Predictions are made that coming 


just at this time not only will the grain 
-and fruit crops be saved, but that they 
will make a good aggregate showing.

take the Chinese woman.

Miss Cameron said that ahout one year 
ago one Chun Hon married a Chinese 
girl who was a pupil at the mission.

agreeing on the plan outlined by the di- 
rectors a week ago. The announcement 
that the. bad pay list would be consid- 
ered had thi- effect of causing the mer- 
chants to turn out in force and the 
meeting was one- or the best attended 
ever held by the association. 


As soon as the meeting; had been call- 


ed to onler ami the routine matters dis- 
posed of, the black list question was 
brought up by Herman Levy, who 
moved the adoption of the report made 
by the membership committee and in- 
dorsed by the directors. 


Mr. Alum wanted to know whether or 


!if't the association favored the black- 
Sat scheme before proceeding to vote on 
the adoption of the report as a whole. 
Henry Cunclelmiser slated that the 
plan had been tried in the retail gro- 
cers' association and had not worked 
successfully for the reason that not 
all the members of the association pre- 
sc-nted lists or their bad debts to the 
secretary. 


It was finally decided to withdraw, 


the motion to adopt the proposed by- 
laws as a whole and to consider them 
section by section. 
The iirst section 


provided for the keeping of the black 
' list antl the vote upon 
its 
adoption 


showed the feeling of the association 
in vegard to the scheme. 


William McCallum was the only one 


who declared his opposition to the plan. 
He wanted it understood that In bis 
opinion the black list proposition should 
not come before the association at all. 
Since it had been brought up by the 
directors he thought the sootier it was 
dropped the better for all concerned. 


The Question was then put on the 


adoption of section 1 and it was carried. 
Sections 2, 3 and 
-1 were also adopted 


without change. 
They provide for the 


keeping of ihe blacklist by the secra- 
lary and the manner of presenting the 
names of bad debtors. 


Section ," related to the use of the list 


and provided that no member should 
have access to it unless his dues were 
paid in advance. 
Mr. Albin moved to 


amend by making the list accessible 
only to those who had sent in the 
names of such debtors as had refused to 
pay their bills. 
There was no second 


to*Mr. Albin's motion und Mr. Gundel- 
finger offered an amendment requiring 
the secretary tu furnish to every mem- 
ber of the association the bad pay list 
instead of compelling the merchants to 
come to the office of the association 
\\Iien they desired to ascertain the ra 
liability of anyone asking for credit. 


Mr. Cearley thought that the amend-

NEW YORK. March 10.-R. G. Dun fc 


co/s weekly review of traae will say 
tomorrow: 


By far the best assurance 
of good 


business In the future is found In the 
good advances of wages. The general 
rise in the earnings'of tnt cotton mill 
operatives in most cases Is 10 per cent; 
of Iron and steel workers generally 1» 
per cent, and tin plate and sheet work- 
em from 5 to 10 per cent and of coal 
miners in some large districts about as 
much. 


This has set a pace which most es- 


tablishments will follow which have re- 
duced wages in the past years of de- 
pression. 
Those who fail to compre- 


hend what such a change may mean 
have only to consider that a tenth In- 
crease In the wages of an labor would 
put inlo the markets a hew buying de^ 
mand, in amount about three-quarters 
of the entire value of exports to all 
countries. 
The volume of business 


shows no signs of decrease and for the 
first full week of March has been about 
51.7 per cent greater than the same 
week of last year, and 60.9 per cent 
greater than in 1892. 


Most people would not expect the pro- 


duction of pis iron to be affected by 
the weather, yet in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict alone the furnaces running are 
said to have produced 13.000 tons per 
wuek less than their annual output. 


Copper is scarce for spot at 17.75 with 


lead weaker at 4.30. 


The woolen manufacturer lias been 


hampered by doubts about the price of 
wool. Now a big combination of worst- 
ed products has been formed, with sev- 
eral other commissions proposing goods 
-of other kinds, but these do not en- 
courage buying and the season con- 
tinues disappointing. 
In wool mar- 


kets the sales arc barely equal to the 
ordinary consumption of the mills de- 
pendent upon them and the prices are 
rather weak. 


Exports of wheat do not yet fall be- 


low last year's as many have for some 
•months expected; and Atlantic exports, 
flour included, have besn for the week 
3,390,402 bushels, against 2.890,879 last 
year and Pacific exports 603,107 bushels 
against 1.280,618 last year, with other 
exports of 407,569 bushels.

receipts were 4,071,017 bushels and the 
output from the country goes far to 
check apprehension as to deficiency of 
the crop.
